“How dull it b!" “Going fo write to- 
dA>?" “Wibh I WAS hoDlf!" “IlottAT tbAn 
1 ever eew it before," are the greetings 
interchanged between the different jour- 
nalists here as they meet each other, 
either urging un soom horee through the 
waste of mud, or wandering under the 
eooTohing sun along the bluff'. Yet the 
oalm of preparation hai passed, and the 
exoitement of aooomplishment, althongh 
eTorythlng eeems ao quiet, Is near. 

All day the great army here has been 
moving, elowly, it i« true, yet movtag. Our 
adranoe is two or three miles nearer Oor» 
inth than it has been yet, and goes on again ! 
in the morning | 

To-moirjw, from all appearanoee, the ! 
moTomeut will be still more decided, and 
the whole srmy pariieipate in it. Before 
the present week closes either Corinth will 
have been found evacuated, or a battle have 
been fought there. Of the two the former 
is most probable, and the great army of 
the M'est may have to toil many miles be- 
yond Corinth before meeting a fo<. If the 
latter retreat tbare seem.i little doubt that 
Grand Janotioo will be the plaoe chosen for 
another stand. A description of its location I 
and advantages yon have already received. 
Daily a few deserters come in from the rebel 
ranks, but nothing new is oblained from 
them. Their statemeats vary greatly, some 
making the euemy a hundred thousand 
strong, others oniy half the numbei; while I 
Beauregard, in stiiet acoordasoe with the 
rulee of reliables since the war begun, 
oeonpies adosen different position*, audhas 
obosen as many oourees of action. la two 
or three days, however, the truth will be 
known. Something of etill greatpr interest 
to the publio is a knowledge regarding the 
efficiency of the army here, and its capa- 
bility to oope with that of the rebels. 
All that its leaders oould do to make the 
national host viotorious has been done, and 
from private to cffioer no doubt exists of 
suooeFS There ie suffiolent artillery to i 
reduce forty suoh places as Corinth, and as I 
many troops as oould possibly be movid j 
or used at the present time, eren were the i 
supply unlimited Their oampd stretoh for i 
miles in every direction, and so far, neoes 
earily, are the different delaehinents from 
each other, that a moderate battle might be 
g log on in front, and the r oar divleicna re- 
main in ignoranoe, so far as autioular infor- 
mation was conoerned. 

General Pope moved forward from Ham- 
burgh, this morning, about seven miles, and 
General Buell’s oommaud also advanced 
The reads are yet bad, but so abundant are 
the means of transportation, this diffiyalty 
oan be overoome. 

About the army itself there is nothing 
new to be told, and the item (hat it ie mov 
ing is the only one. In a day or two the 
news of a battle greater than the last, or 
else that of the peaoeful oooapation of Cor- 
inth, may be expseted. One important re- 
sult of the next snooess will be the safety 
given to vessels passing from this point to 
Paduoah. Scarcely a day now goes by 
without steamers being fired into, and per- 
sons on board killed or wounded. That this 
is not even more frequent ia ohiefly owing 
to the exertions of Colonel W. W. Lowe, in 
oommand at Fort Henry. This officer’s 
sealcue performanoe of duty merits more 
than a passisg notioe. Colonel Lowe is of 
the regular army, aid commander of the 
well kaown oavalry regitnnnl, the “Curtis 
Horse," Since occupying Fort Henry his 
oommand has performed all the duties of 
that post, besides proteoting the telegraph 
line from there to Paduoah. The Colonel 
has also broken up two camps of the enemy 
at stations on the Memphis and L*>ui8Ville 
Railroad, besides seising eighty thousand 
doUars’ wonh of Confederate storee. Scout- 
ing parties have also been constantly scour- 
ing the country, and doing much to prevent 
attacks of roving bands upon passing steam 
era. Uatil the rebels are driven from Cor- 
inth, however, tHe fatl%r «vil ^onot h* 
effectually «reme lied. 

As 1 close my letter there is great joy 
among the soldiers over a dispatch reeetred j 
by General Halleok, and posted, a la Bulls 
tin style, near headquartevs, annouaeing 
the capture of New Orleans.

Our Victory at New Orleans.

Ooo of the most valnable and noteworthy 
books, among results of scientific investiga. 
tion, is the Report of Captain Humpbreye 
and Lieuteniuit Abbott, of the Topograph! 
eal Engineers, submitted to the Bureau in 
1861, on the * Phyeioi and Hydraulies of 
the Mississippi Rivsr." Only a small num- 
ber of copies were printed, but those who 
are nnable to prooure it will be interested 
in am artiole reviewing and oondensing mueh 
of it that ie most important, whioh appeared 
in the last number of tko North American, 
and is pubUshsd ia a sepsrats pamphlet, by 
Crosby & Niohole, in Boeton, from whioh 
we take a few interesting statements. 

The first great fact bronght forward is 
that the alluvial plain of the Mis'iseippi, on 
its two aides, is mostly below the level of 
the floods, sloping off from the river banks 
where the prineipal depoeit of soil is made 
by the overflows. At Columbus the river 
is 2,240 feet wide, and hers the first high 
point, below the Ohio, ooeors ; at Memphis 
the river is 3,860 feet wide, at Vioksburg 
2,660, at Natohes 4,640, while it is a re- 
markable fact that nearer the mouth, from 
Bayou La Fouroho to Fort St. Philip, the 
low water width ie oaly 2,250 feet. Twen- 
ty miles below Fort St. Philip it widens to 
7,000 and 8,000 feet, and then divides into 
the three great passes. The great problem 
of regulatiog the flew of this vast stream, 
providing guards for the farms on its banks 
against overflows, and so ocntrolling the 
ourrent aid direoUoa of the river as not to 
injure one seolion of eountry while benefit 
ing another, is the principal objset of the 
inveatigatioB whioh has led to this report 
The various systems of reservoirs, out-off.s, 
oanals, and embankments are thoroughly 
disousoed, and the oonolusion arrived at ie 
in favor of the latter as the only really 
pi^ticabla and osrtain defense of the lands 
against fiiods. 

The river is desoribed as a oanal, running 
through a bed of hard blue olaj, almost 
as enduring as stone. Henoe, the ohannel 
does notohangs as do other streams resemb- 
ling this, but it remains always the same, 
unlese when a out off ia made through a 
neck. It thus seems that the river is a vaet 
natural trench, into whioh forever flow the 
streams from the Rooky Mountains and 
the AUeghanies : and this entire fliw is 
oarried on with all its sediment, deposit- 
ing nothing exoept in timra of overflew, 
and sweeps to the gulf, leaving always the 
same clear olay bottom, and olay and sand 
sides to the great oanal. 

The tides in the Miisiesippi ara felt as 
far up as Red River landing, three hundred 
and sixteen miles from the mouth At Baton 
Rouge the mean tide is two tenths of a foot. 
The tide in the Golf is but one foot and two 
tenths, yet this peroeptible effect is pro- 
duced two hundred and forty-five miles up 
the river.

The following memoranda, from the pen ' 
of a gentlemau who is familiar with New j 
Orleans, as it was at (he middle of January j 
last, have been handed to the N. Y. Times | 
for publioalion: i 

Tho glorious news of the capture of New 
Orleans first comes to us through rebel 
sources, and, of course, with all the ebar- 
aoteristios of rebel oonflagraiion and rebel 
general destruotiun. We learn that the oity 
is poesoEsed by the Union troops, but that 
the victory is mads of less va'ne because 
the rebels have dectroyed the steamera, the 
cotton and sugar that have accumulated 
through the long emuaijo of her OQoe mag 
nifioeot oommeroe. Wo have reason to 
belmve that these stories are the result of 
desires and wishes not to be gratified. We 
antieipate the finding, not only of loyal 
oititens in tha Crescent City, but also ars 
sanguine enough to expect hearty demon- 
StraiioBB of joy at tho arrival of our forees, 
and the oonsequeut appearance again of the 
“old flag." AS to (ho burning of tho fifteen 
thoasand bales of oetton, whioh wore ia 
New Orleans on the 13th of January, it 
would be utterly impoasible, withoat dos 
8 roying at least one-third of the entire oAy, 
for the ootton is stored in presses located 
in thiokly settled neighborhoods, Mattered I 
everywhere within the municipal borders. I 
To say that the oitiiens would permit this 
wonton destruotion by Gen. Lovell, a native, 
tee btlieve, of MauaehiutUt, and onoe in our 
Street Commissioner’s offios, is perfect mad- 
ness. Again, the iron steamers ars scat- 
tered moie or less along the levee, from | 
Carrolton down to the third mnnicipalitj, j 
and would, by their devouring flames, ena 
danger the entire oity, eommanding a point 
of some seven or eight miles of houjee, the 
majority, from the very aeoeesities of the i 
elimate, being of light and inflammable struc- | 
tare. If New Orleans wero the most die 
loyal ciiy in the Confederaoy, the people 
oould not, with safety to themselves, allow 
these reported fires to take plaoe, and the 
military, if mad enough to attempt it, is not 
powerful enough to oppose the wishes of tho 
resident popnlation, as has been tha case in 
other places in rebeldom where pro perty 
has been destroyed, to keep it from falling 
into the hands of the National troops. 

Presuming, therefore, that we ore cor- 
rect in these suppoeitions, we next natu- 
rally examine what else we have acoom- 
plished by this great viotory. By it we 
have opened the great aerta of our oonti- 
neat to the oommeroeof the outeide worlJ, 
and released a nnmerous and powerful 
fleet from the most difficult labor of a 
blockade, to transfer their lervioes to 
Charleston Harbor. In New Orleans, as an 
•utlet, we fled a vast sugar crop waiiiog 
for purohaeers. The year 1861 produoed I 
475,000 hogsheads and 1,200,000 barrels of 
molasves. Only one third of this entire 
amount has been consumed in the Confed- 
erate States, and the remainder, leaving 
over 300,000 hogsheads of sugar, aad 800„- 
000 barrels of molasses, in storage in New 
Orleane or on the plaotaiions, ready for 
shipment the moment it is safe to bring 
them to the oity. There were, on the 15 h 
of January las', thirty largo ships in tho 
harbor, half were stopped by the block- 
ade, and the remainder were seised along 
the river below New Orleans by rebel pri- 
vateers, many after they hod permits to 
depart from the pretended rebel Government. 
The specie in the Bank of New Orleans at one 
time was said to be $15,000,000. This money 
has possibly been conveyed away, thougn 
where seems rather diffionlt to imagiL*. 
Tne New Orleans banks, to some extent by 
ooeroion, but to eome extent from eympa 
thy, have been abettors of the rebellion 
The Mint is a very fine granite building in 
the lower part of the oity, and was always, 
under the United States authonties, well 
managed — its maohiaery for ocinlag having 
been very perfect. One of the first acts of 
the rebels was to rob the Mint of specie and 
bullion amounting to $750,000, whioh was 
long ago expended. No coin has been 
. ntanok obder (he rebel Government, pa^r 
being, under its benign eway, a legtl louder 
The Custom house (unfinished) is one of 
the fines', buildings of the Bind iu the 
world. It has been over fifteen years in 
oonstruotion, by whioh means the Southern 
Democrats, under Slidell and Benjamin, 
have hal a large number of employees in 
their service paid from the National Treas- 
ury. la thia building are the offioes of the 
United States District Attorney, the United 
Siatee Distriot Court and the Postoffioe 
The present Colleotor of New Orleans, 
originally appointed by tho influenoe of 
Slidell, is J. Hatoh, a native of Saratoga 
oouniy, N. Y., who signalixed his adveui 
into the Cresoent City by deliberately assas- 
sinating a man who was dressing his hair 
before a glass, preliminary to entering a 
ball, at wnioh he and Hatoh wore guests, 
and at which they had eome slight quarrel. 

The new and splendid Marine Hospital 
is again ours.

There ore three great annual 
floods in the river, in January, March, and 
October. The river is above mid-water 
•tage from the last of December till July, 
and below it Use rest of (he year. The area 
of the Mis'sUsippi valley is 1,256.050 square 
mtlei. The yearly fall of rain in ibis va'ley 
is about 81.400,000.000,000 eubio feet. The 
Miesiesippi disoharges annually 19,400,000,- 
000,000 cubic feet, or about one quarter 
of the amriunt whieh falls from the olouds 
The Rrport seems to set at rest the idea 
that an atm of (he sen once extended up to 
the month of the Ohio, or to that point be- 
low the Ohio where the tortucua oharaoter 
of the river begins. The probability is that 
the mouth was onoe at or near Piaqaemlnr, 
220 miles up the stream. The preeeut 
yearly rate of progress of the land is ascer- 
tained to be at Southwest Pass 388 feet, at 
the South peas 280 feet, at (he Northeast 
and Southeart Passes 180 feet, and at Pass 
a L’Oalre 302 feet. This gives an average 
of 262 feet per annum, and indicates 4,400 
years as the time for the growth cf 220 miles.
